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EX-SECRETARY LANSING HAS COMMENCED HIS STORY 
OF THE MAKING OF THE VERSAILLES TREATY. 


When President Wilson turned Secretary Lansing out of his 
Cabinet because their minds “did not run together,” the latter 
announced that he would be heard from alter the 5th ot March, 
when he could say flings that it would not be proper for him to 
say about the President of the United States. He has kept his 
word, and we have our private opinion that his pay for the article, 
from the medium through which he is giving it to the public, will i 
greatly exceed that of any Cabinet member now or ever. 
The circumstances under which Mr. Lansing, former secretary 
of state, writes of the making of the treaty of Versailles roust 
give his account more than ordinary interest. 
He sat in the 
council of ten and the supreme war council, being present at 
seventy-six meetings of these bodies. He sawr w hat was to be j 
seen and heard what was to be heard at these formal meetings, 
and now when he is free to write of his conclusions they obviously 
do not lose in point because he was dismissed from the cabinet 
of one of the peace makers whose work at Paris forms a part of 
the subject of which he writes.

for certainly no other presiding officer could have carried the 
high hand with these Europeans that M. Clemenceau carried. It 
would have been resented f»om an American or an Englishman. 
AL Clemenceau seems to have improved on every method that we 
used to associate with Speaker Reed and Speaker Cannon. The 
poor diplomats who thought they were going to Paris to help 
make a treaty never got a chance to make a sound. The French 
delegates knew what was to be done at the session and nobody else 
knew’. A paper was handed around with the order of the day on 
it, but before anybody had a chance to examine it the measures 
had been called up and put through and M. Clemenceau had ad­ 
journed the session. Air. Lansing himself seems to have been a 
little dazed by it. 
He and Mr. Wilson are both out cf office now and their 
minds are not expected to travel together. The former secretary’ 
has joined the ranks of the historians and history’ enjoys peculiar 
privileges which a secretary of states does not.
